April  5th,  a  new  forward  step  in  Founder  Camp  procedure  was  taken  through  rati¬ 
fication  of  the  appointment  of  an  Educational  Committee  for  the  year  193^-53. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  are  Chairman  -  Arnold  Hilmar  Lowe,  D.D.,  author  and 
lecturer,  minister  of  Kingshighway  Presbyterian  Church,  St.  Louis,  Missouri; 

Helen  Palk,  writer  of  text-books  for  Canadian  schools  and  critic  teacher  in  the 
Provincial  Normal  School,  Winnipeg,  Canada;  Dr.  David  McCamel  Trout,  author  and 
lecturer.  Dean  of  Men  and  head  of  the  Department  of  Educational  Psychology, 
Hillsdale  College,  Hillsdale,  Michigan;  Professor  0.  W.  Warmingham,  lecturer  and 
■writer.  Chair  of  English  Bible,  Boston  University.  All  members  of  the  Committee 
are  members  of  the  faculty  staffs  of  the  Founder  Camps. 

Because  of  long  experience  in  their  own  fields  of  work  in  secular  and  religious 
education,  and  their  familiarity  with  the  actual  workings  of  the  Founder  Camps, 
the  members  of  the  Educational  Committee  are  in  a  position  to  render  an  unusually 
effective  and  practical  service  to  the  cause  of  Christian  leadership  training  of 
youth,  as  carried  on  in  the  camps  of  the  American  Youth  Foundation.

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THE  GOSPEL  OF  EASTER 

The  gospel  of  the  resurrection  is  a  gospel  of  new 
truth.  It  is  amazing  how  the  possession  of  a  great 
truth  can  blind  our  eyes  to  new  truths.  We  feel  that 
we  are  the  possessors  of  ultimate  truth.  Beyond  our 
truth  there  is  no  truth.  We  make  a  great  discovery 
and  to  us  it  is  the  last  word  in  reality.  We  speak 
concerning  it  with  unquestioned  finality.  Each 
generation  has  found  its  truth  and  sealed  it,  believ¬ 
ing  that  beyond  it  there  were  no  other  fields  of 
venture.  It  was  Jesus  who  said  unto  his  disciples: 

"I  have  yet  many  things  to  say  unto  you,  but  ye  cannot 
bear  them  now.”  In  the  days  of  slavery,  men  quoted 
from  the  Bible,  "Slaves  be  obedient  to  your  masters." 
Was  that  not  true  enough?  But  it  was  a  truth  that 
perished.  Also  in  the  Bible  we  read,  "Women  be  obedi¬ 
ent  to  your  husbands."  And  one  would  not  recognize  it 
as  a  truth  to-day  because  it  has  fallen  before  the  onslaught  of  social  equity. 

At  one  time  our  fathers  defended  the  right  to  send  children  eight  and  nine  and 
ten  years  old  into  sweat  shops  and  coal  mines  and  suffocating  factories  to  earn 
their  living  and  a  living  for  their  elders.  No  one  questioned  their  right.  It 
was  a  social  truth.  It  was  an  economic  necessity  and  those  who  opposed  it  were 
regarded  as  the  enemies  of  decency  and  good  order.  It  is  with  this  same  sense 
of  finality  that  men  spoke  and  still  speak  of  making  money  and  the  right  to 
make  money.  It  is  with  this  same  sense  of  finality  that  men  spoke  and  still 
speak  of  war.  It  is  with  this  same  sense  of  finality  that  men  speak  of  their 
creeds  and  of  their  churches.  There  is  no  truth  beyond  their  truth. 


But  they  forget  Christ  and  the  sweep  of  truth  which  he  constantly  unlooses.  He 
will  not  be  imprisoned  in  a  sepulchre  of  threadbare,  timeworn  conventions,  how¬ 
ever  securely  sealed.  Life  is  a  flow  of  shifting  scenes,  it  is  a  quicksand 
where  old  truths  founder  and  are  lost.  Christ  constantly  stirs  us  to  new  awak¬ 
enings.  He  brings  us  intimations  of  new  realities  and  nobler  ways.  He  urges  us 
on  to  greater  achievements  by  disturbing  dreams.  In  the  midst  of  life  and  of 
its  failings,  inequalities,  wrongs,  glories  and  sufferings,  he  quickens  our 
conscience.  There  is  an  eternal  antiphonal  music  surging  into  the  air  between 
the  laws  of  God  and  the  consciousness  of  man.  He  implants  into  our  souls  in¬ 
dignant  and  noble  dissatisfactions  and  makes  us  pioneers  for  greater  truths. 
With  whatever  sense  of  finality  we  may  look  upon  life,  Christ  always  disturbs 
and  troubles  us,  gives  us  a  new  sense  of  "oughtness"  and  creates  new  moral 
imperatives. 


The  truths  of  yesterday  at  one  time  were  finalities.  They  have  become  the 
follies  of  to-day.  And  our  finalities  and  truths  of  to-day  will  be  the  social 
sins  of  to-morrow.  Yes,  our  little  systems  are  great.  They  are  not  to  be 
belittled  but  - 

"Our  little  systems  have  their  day* 

They  have  their  day  and  cease  to  be. 

They  are  but  broken  lights  of  Thee, 

And  Thou,  0  Lord,  art  more  than  they." 

We  are  a  generation  that  is  being  stirred  into  uneasiness.  We  see  things  totter¬ 
ing  about  us.

Dead  trees  were  felled,  the  foliage  was  trimmed  out  to 
open  up  avenues  and  vistas'  through  to-  Lake  Michigan,  comfortable  seats  were 
built  in  the  natural,  amphitheatre  at  the  top  of  the  dune,  and  a  pulpit  and  plat-* 
form  erected  for  speakers.  The  "trail  building  squad"  of  the  Younger  Boys’

the.  steep; 'slopes  of  the  dune.’  The  day  that  the  first  .services  were  held,  the 
dune  was  appropriately  dedicated  and  named  "Chapel.  Dune."  Last  summer  the  mem¬ 
ber's  of  all  camps  worshipped  in  this  rustic  woods  chapel  and  campers  and  leaders' 
alike  were  unanimous  in  declaring  that  Chapel  Dune  is  without  question  the  love¬ 
liest  spot  at  Camp  Miniwanca.  You  must  all  come  up  and  see  it  for'  yourselves 
next  summer.  ....

Can  you  see  tennis,  volley-ball,  basket  ball, 
hand  ball,  indoor  baseball,  shuffle  board,  hundred  yard  dashes,  roller  skating 
contests,  and  even  big  outdoor  pageants  at  night  on  the  big  cement  slab  t]iat  we 
hope  to  build  at  Camp  Miniwanca.
